There w ill be a large number of 
Rush ville and Rush county Republi­ 
cans at the state convention which 
meets in Indianapolis on nex t Tuesday 
and Wednesday . 
Chairman J ames P. Goodrich and 
Secretary Fred A. Sims, of the R e­ 
publican state com m ittee, y esterday 
effected most of the preliminary ar­ 
rangements for the state convention, 
so far as the program and officers of 
the convention are concerned. 
Harry 
C. Adams, of Indianapolis, w ill be the 
sergeant-at-arms of the convention, in 
Tomlinson 
Hall, 
and 
he 
w ill 
have one a ssistant from each congres­ 
siona l district; M iles K. Moffett, of 
Connersville, representing this district. 
The door keepers have been selected 
for the convention, but their names 
w ill not be made public at this time. 
The convention w ill be called to 
order at 2 o’clock Tuesday afternoon, 
April 2Gth, in Tomlinson H a ll, by 
Sta te Chairman Goodrich, who w’ill 
officiate as temporary chairman. 
The 
several district caucuses w ill be held 
Tuesday afternoon, preceding the con­ 
vention, and the various committees 
w ill be named at these caucuses. 
The 
first order of business a fter the ca ll 
to order w ill be the report of the com ­ 
m ittee on rules and permanent or­ 
ga niza tion. 
The committee w ill, it is 
generally accepted, recommend Repre­ 
senta tive J ames E. Watson, of Rush- 
ville, for permanent chairman, and 
Harry 
A. 
Strohin, 
a 
w ell known 
newspaper 
man, of Kentland, w ill 
probably be made permanent secre­ 
tary . 
On assuming the ga vel, Representa­ 
tive Watson, of this city , w ill deliver 
the “ key note” speech of the campaign 
in 
Indiana. 
Mr. 
Watson has more 
than a Sta te reputation as an orator 
and a notable effort is ex pected from 
him on this occasion. 
At this first session the reports of 
a ll the committees, save that on reso­ 
lutions, w ill be received. 
On Wednesday the real business of 
the convention w ill be transacted. 
The first session w ill be opened at 
9 o’lcock in the morning and the first 
order of business w ill be the report of 
the committee 
0 1 1 resolutions. 
It is 
understood that a rough draft of the 
platform, to be la id before the com ­ 
m ittee as a working basis for its re­ 
port, w ill be prepared this week by 
some of the party leaders. 
Senators 
Fairbanks and Beveridge, w hile not 
members of the com m ittee 
0 1 1 resolu­ 
tion, w ill be consulted as to the pla t­ 
form. 
The first nominations maije by the 
convention w ill be four delegates at 
large to the na tiona l convention, four 
a ltern a tes and two presidential elec­ 
tors at large. 
It is genera lly under­ 
stood that the four delegates at large 
w ill be Senator Fairbanks and Bever­ 
idge, 
Governor 
Durbin and State 
Chairman Goodrich. 
For presidential 
electors at large the only names that 
have 
been 
mentioned 
up to 
the 
present tim e are those of General Lew 
Wallace, 
of 
Crawfords ville, 
and 
J oseph D. Oliver, a prominent m anu­ 
facturer of South Bend, and Hon. 
W ill Cumback, of Greensbnrg. 


The nomination of a 
Sta te ticket 
w ill then be taken up, commencing, 
of course, w ith the gubernatorial con­ 
test. , 
Follow ing that w ill come lieutena nt 
governor, secretary of State, auditor, 
treasurer, 
attorney general, superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, reporter 
of supreme and api>elate courts, sta tis­ 
ticia n, supreme judges for the Second 
and Third districts. 
The men who 
w ill probably be n omnia ted w ithout 
opposition are 
Secretary of 
State 
Storms, Auditor Sherrick, Treasurer 
H ill, Attorney General M iller, Super­ 
intendent Cotton, J udge Hadley and 
Oscar Montgomery for J udge of the 
Second district.

St. Petersburg, April 21.—What may 
turn out to be the anticipated flank­ 
ing movement of the J apanese troops 
in the appearance of a number of J ap­ 
anese ships off Potinsa. near the Gulf 
of Ching Tai Tse, is reported to the 
emperor by General Kuropatkin. 
Mil­ 
itary ex perts here have long regarded 
that vicinity as the probable point of 
disembarkation of the second J apanese 
ex pedition. 
It is not far away from 
Takushan (twelve miles to the east) 
and connects by road with Port Ar­ 
thur (150 miles to the southwest) and 
Feng Huan Cheng (fifty miles to the 
northwest), where the Russians will 
make their first obstinate resistance. 
Though the J apanese are building 
entrenchments on the Yalu, it is be­ 
lieved that they 
will advance soon. 
The arrangements for a turning move­ 
ment are complete and the ex perts say 
that such a movement could properly 
begin at Takushan. 
The J apanese dis­ 
embarkation will undoubtedly he cov­ 
ered by a warship, and the Russians 
recognize that it will be impossible to 
prevent it. 
“ We wili str^te after they have 
landed,’ grimly said a member of the 
general staff. 
General Kuropatkin is aware of the 
strategic importance of the vicinity 
of Takushan, and it is understood that 
he has made his arrangements ac­ 
cordingly .

Washington, April 21.—The house, 
after an ex tended debate, sent the na­ 
val appropriation bill back to confer­ 
ence, the only disputed senate amend 
ment accepted being that providing 
for the construction in navy y ards of 
two colliers. 
A bill providing for the 
allotment of the lands of the New York 
Indians was passed under a resolution 
of the committee on rules for its im­ 
mediate consideration. 
The sena*» listened to a set speech 
of almost two hours’ duration on the 
trusts by Mr. Dolllver, and afterward 
completed consideration of the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, again devoting 
much time to the provisions for an ex ­ 
tension of the east front of the capito! 
and for an additional office building for 
the senate. The office building amend­ 
ment was agreed to as reported from 
the committee, but the ex tension para­ 
graph was so modified as practically 
to provide ior plans only , the appro­ 
priation being reduced to $75,000.

He said he thought the admis­ 
sion of the witness that be had violat­ 
ed the laws was sufficient.
